1 hoped before this to f.iblo 
you that one or more of the murderers 
have been arrested, but I can only re- 
port at present that a large expedition, 
under the command ot an energetic 
general who Is highly respected and 
ccmmended by the 
missionaries, 
Is 


actually scouring the mountains in 
hearch of any and all of the gang, who 
are known and Identified. 


"While only four men actually partl- 


c-lpateU In thu killing of Mr. Larabee 
nnd his servant. 10 other Kurds o£ the 
Home gang were accomplices. They had 
Hlmply taken another road for the 
purpose of untiapplng their prey and 
must he held guilty as accessories be- 
fore the fact. 


The biutnlity and atrocity of the 


murder removed any doubt as to its 
motive mid eliminates entirely the sug- 
gestion In my first cable that the mo- 
tive apparently \\as jobbei-y.

A gun which is smokeless, noiseless, 


flashless and without recoil is surely a 
triumph of which 
the inventor—a 


Frenchman named Humbert—may be 
proud It hurls projectiles at the rate 
ol twenty a minute, and each projectile 
contains 250 shot. No earlier field-gun 
had ever been able to fire with such 
rapidity, 
and the efficiency of this 


new invention was tested by setting 
up a dummy regiment at a distance of 
four miles from the gun, and then fir- 
ing at it for the period of one minute. 
When the thousand 
wooden «Sure» 


(representing men) were examined, it 
was found that nearly every one had 
been struck. The value of such a 
weapon, which, besides being so mar- 
velously poweiful, has the additional 
virtue of tn no way betraying its lo- 
cality, can hardly be overestimated. 


A deadly little 
hand weapon of 


which one seldom hears is the Bor- 
chardt gun It is a magazine rifle with 
detachable butt, which makes'it pos- 
sible to use It either as a gun or as a 
plslol. It will send a bullet 1,500 yards 
and its main peculiarity is that it will 
discharge either a single cartridge or

U one of those who strongly advocate 
a leform in the make-up of the con- 
gressional record. Mt. Perkins Is a 
member of the committee on printing 
and has been annoyed by the reckless 
way the government money is wasted 
in the printing of thousands and thou- 
sands of costly documents that are 
never read or used. He has given quite 
a little study to this matter and has 
proposed several schemes to limit pub- 
lic printing. He said today. 
"In the last ten jtearg the cost of the 


government's printing 
has Increased 


from $2,500,000 a year to over $6,000,- 
000. At the end of another ten years 
the same rate of increase will make 
the cost equal to the expenses of tlie 
state of New York. It is a situation that 
calls for immediate consideration and 
reform. The abuse of the congressional 
record Is only an incident. Great mass- 
es of irrevelant matter aie inserted In 
that document that should 
never be 


printed at the expense of the govern- 
ment. But still it is a difficult matter 
to draw the line and say what should 


nd what should not go in."—Brooklyn

competition and its efficiency is prov- 
ed by the fact that three men scored 
thirty-four points-each out of a pos- 
sible thirty-five at a range of 200 yards 
There Is virtually no limit however, to 
the range at which it can be used 
and William Youlten, the inventor 
has demonstrated that the apparatus 
is applicable to machine guns and or- 
dnance generally.—London Answers.

"Anderson. Ind., 50,000" 
printed 
on 


them and these were sold for $1 each 
and they made a great hit. Everybody 
had to have a button or he was hard- 
ly safe and the scheme helped boom 
the town to a great extent. Ten thous- 
and buttons had been ordered but these 
did not last long and more had to be 
procured and they were sold In a hur- 
ry 
The buttons were sent all over

DEADLOCKS IN ILLINOIS 


One Cited Which Required 2453 Ballots 


to Effect Nomination fcr Congress 
A writer In a Qhicago paper yester- 


day, speaking of the dead locked con- 
ventions in Illinois, 'offered the follow- 
ing of historical interest: 
"The bunch of western Illinois coun- 
ties which originally composed the old 
Twelfth Illinois congressional district, 
later the Sixteenth and now the Twen- 
tieth, holds the record for the longest 
drawn out convention In this state: 
These tieups are biennial affairs and 
usually result in the defeat of the sit- 
ting member of congress and tbe nom- 
ination-of a new man. 
"The first protracted deadlock was 
that In the Twelfth congressional dis- 
trict democratic convention in 1882, the 
result of a bitter struggle 
between 


Scott -Wike, of Pike, and Gen. Single- 
ton, 
of Adams county. The convention 


first met at Mount Sterling and after 
long and fruitless balloting adjourned 
to meet in Bear3stown, where J. M. 
Riggs a dark horse, was nominated on 
the fifteen hundred and twenty-first 
ballot. 
'Deadlocks for several days regular- 


ly occurred at the subsequent conven- 
tions until In 1890 in the then Six- 
teenth district democratic convention 
held In Jacksonville all previous rec- 
ords were shattered. 
W. E. Williams 


of Pike was the sitting member and 
'Buck' Hinrlchsen of Morgan county, 
and Finis E. Downing, of Cass county, 
who had each held one term, were the 
three principal contestants for the suc- 
cession. 
Billy Mounts of Macoupin 
present secretary of the 
democratic 
state committee, and H. T. Rainey, the 
present member, were 'butting in' and 
a lively scrimmage ensued. Williams 
had the lead with the field against him, 
but the opposition could not unite their 
forces. 
The convention was in session five 


days and adjourned over for 
two 
months, and when it reconvened the 
relative strength of the candidates was 
unchanged and the candidates 
and 


their supporters were apparently more 
determined than £ver. 
On the twen- 


ty-four hundred and fifty-third bal- 
lot Jeff Selby, of Calhoun county, was 
nominated aa" a compromise choice. 
"Thus ended the most famous and 
protractetd political convention In Illi- 
nois, if not In the country. Downing 
retired to private life. HInrichsen took 
iup literary work and Williams is now 
engaged In the legal department of 
the Chicago City Railway company."

COST OF LIVING 


The United States Bureau Compiles 


Some Statistics Showing Price 


of Life's Necessities. 


HIGHEST IN THIRTEEN YEARS. 


Commissioner Wright Says Thirty-five 


Food Articles Are Higher. 


The average price of all commodities 


In the United States In 1903 was the 
highest In the last thirteen years. This 
is shown In a bulletin of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, In which 
Labor Commissioner Carroll D. Wright 
has undertaken to give some knowledge 
of the Increased cost of living. His re- 
port includes 260 series of quotations, 
covering farm products, food, cloth 
and clothing, fuel and lighting, metals 
and Implements, lumber and building 
materials, drugs and chemicals, house 
furnishing 
goods and miscellaneous 


commodities. 
In making his report the statistician 


•uses the method 
pursued by all the 


leading authorities of the world, and in 
comparing the prices for 1903 with for- 
mer years he reduces the price for the 
preceding-thirteen years to an average 
price for that period. He places this 
average price»always at 100. The de- 
crease or increase in the cost for 1903 
s expressed In percentage as compar- 
ed with the 100 standard. 


Prices Highest Since 1890. 


The first table shows that the aver- 
age relative prices of all commodities 
were higher in 1903 than at any time 
since and including 1890. Farm 
pro- 


ducts reached the lowest average in 
1896 and the highest in 1902. Cloth and 
clothing were lowest in 1897 and high- 
est in 1903. Metals and Implements were 
lowest in 1898 and highest in 1900. 
Lumber and building materials were 
lowest in 1897 'and highest In 1893. 


Raw commodities and manufactured 


commodities have been separated for 
further examination. In the group des- 
gnated as "raw" are included all farir 
products, beans, coffee, eggs, milk, rice, 
nutmegs, pepper, tea, vegetables, raw 
silk, wool, coal, crude petroleum, cop- 
per ingots, pig lead, pig Iron, bar sil- 
ver, spelter, pig tin, brimstone, jute 
and rubber, a total of fifty articles. 
The average price of all these com- 
modities during January and February, 
1903, was 33 per cent, above the aver- 
age price for the preceding ten years, 
and the average price for the year was 
22.7 per cent, higher than for the same 
period. 


Level of Finished Goods, 
Manufactured commodities advanced 


to a level only exceeded In the year 
1890. 
They were higher by 21.6 per 


cent, than In 1897, by 11 per cent, than 
n 1809, and about 1 per cent, higher 
than in 1892. The statistics show a de- 
creased price of beef fiom 1902, but the 
relative 
price, 
compared with 
the 


period since 1890, shows an Increase 
,n cattle of 4.7 per cent. 


Under the 
head of farm products, 


consisting of sixteen 
articles, it 
Is 


shown that wheat increased 5.1 per 
cent; steers, good to choice, 6.9 per 
cent.; timothy hay, 19.2 per cent.; corn, 
21.1 
per cent.; barley, 21.2 per cent.; 


hides, 24.8 per cent.; oats, 31.7 
per 
cent.; hogs, 37 per cent.; cotton, 44.7 
per cent; New York hops, 59.5 
pel- 


cent. There was a decrease of 1.3 per 
cent. In sheep, 2.5 per cent. In rye and 
5.9 per cent, in flaxseed. 


35 Food Articles Higher. 


Fifty-three articles of food are given 
and on thirty-five of these there is 
an increase over the average for the 
preceding thirteen years, ranging from 
5 per cent, on bread in the Washington 
market to 72 per cent, on pepper from 
Singapore. A 5 per cent, increase oc- 
curred on dried codfish and potatoes, 
6 per cent, on butter and 10 per cent, 
on canned salmon. New Orleans mo- 
lasses increased 12.5 per cent, crack- 
ers, Boston X., 12.6 per cent; milk, 12.9 
per cent; mess beef, 13 per cent; 
western ham, 17 per cent; tallow, 17.2 
per cent; eggs, 23.2 'per cent; New 
York cheese, 23.3 per cent; mackerel, 
23.6 per cent;'cornmeal, 23 and 25 per 
cent; smoked 
hams, 
34 >per cent; 


lard, 34 per cent.; beans, 35 per cent; 
bacon and salt pork, 42 and 43 per cent 
and herring, 51 per cent. 
There was a decrease in sugar of 


from 1.2 to 5 per cent; In soda crack- 
ers, 9.5 per cent; in flour, 6.4 per 
cent; In vinegar, 12 percent; In evap- 
orated fruits, about 28 per cent. The 
price of coffee fell 57.4 per cent. 


Of seventy articles of clothing the 


prices of fifty-six for 1903 were high- 
er than the average price for the pre- 
ceding 
period 
since 1890. 
The in- 
creases ranged from .3 per cent, for 
ginghams to 20.8 per cent for sheet- 
Ings. Women's dress goods were 14.3 
per cent higher; overcoating, 17.3 per 
cent, higher; blankets, 17.9 per cent, 
higher. 


The table of fuel and lighting shows 


an astonishing Increased cost to the 
consumer. The increase during 1903, 
over the average price for the preced- 
ing ten years, of petroleum, refined, 
150 degrees fire test, was 63.1 
per 
cent; petroleum for export, 32.5 per 
cent; anthracite coal, 26.2 per cent; 
anthracite egg coal, 34.3 per cent The 
only item in this class showing a de- 
cline Is parlor matches, which fell off 
14.4 per cent. The average Increase for 
1903 over the period since 1890 was 49.3 
per cent. 


Oil and Sugar Trusts. 


Oil and sugar are controlled 
by 
trusts. The lowest price of the refined 
product of the Standard Oil company, 
150 degrees fire test, water white, was 
in March, 1893, 7J cents a gallon; and 
the highest was in November and De- 
cember, 1903, 15 cents a gallon. This Is 
an increase of 100 per cent. In the cost 
of illumination In ten years. Crude pe- 
troleum also increased from 51g cents 
In October, 1892, to J1.88JJ a barrel In 
December, 1903, and this is the Stan- 
dard company's excuse. 
The lowest 


prices for sugar were In 1894 and the 
highest in 1890. 
Sugar was 8 to 10 


per cent, lower In 1903 than during 
the preceding thirteen years. 


The lowest price of anthracite, egg 


was in September, 1896, the wholesale 
rate being J2.827. 
In the latter part 


of 1902 and throughout 1903, the whole- 
sale price was J4.95.

New Towns In the West. 


V. H. Parke Writes of Marshfield and Great Bend. 


The sights and advantages of a Pa- 


cific coast town are described in an 
Intel estlng way In u, letter from V. H. 
Parke of this city. Mr. Parke has beer 
tiuvellng In the west for some time 
past and recently went by bout from 
San Francisco to Maishfield, Oregon, 
a new town on the Pacific1 coast, about 
which theie has been a good deal said 
lately, 


It Is claimed for Maishfield that It 


Is one of the most piomislng towns 
In the west for the leiison of its tine 
harbor but It is not now leached by 
railroads and it is necessary to go 
there on a boat. I. S. Kaufman, form- 
eily of this city and Jay Montgomery, 
son of R. R. Montgomery, are in the 
real estate business there, Montgomery 
having charge ot the firm's office at 
North Bend, a town near Marshfield 
and like It on the Coos bay. Mr. Parke 
stems quite enthusiastic about that 
part of the country as uill be seen by 
his letter which Is given below: 


Marshfield, Ore, May S, 1904. 


One week ago last Tuesday I bought 


a ticket for this place. About 9 o'clock 
In the momlng the agent told me the 
ship would sail at 6 p. m. sharp. I was 
on hand but was told at the pier that 
It would sail the next morning at 9 
o'clock and was then told that It would 
go at 6 p. m. and" kept on until Friday 
noon when we finally got away. 


The trip should have taken at the 


most three days and night but we en- 
countered strong head winds and final- 
ly got here at 11 a. m. last Monday. 
While passing Cape Mendocma the 
captain said the wind velocity was 70 
miles an hour and from dark to sun- 
rise the distance we traveled north was 
less than ten miles according to the 
ship's log. 


There was not one passenger who 
«as not sick. I was sick about one hour 
and missed one meal and with that 
exception was well all the time. 1 ate 
several meals with not more than three 
or four others and one meal entirely 
alone with not another passenger at 
the table rind the list numbered forty 
persons. It was the finest trip that I 
have ever made and I enjoyed it all the 
time excepting a period of less than 
two hours when I was sick. I slept 
well every night and will say that It is 
the best way to travel provided that 
you are not much. sick. One man who 
stopped off here was sick the whole 
trip and he told me yesterday that he 
had not yet recovered. 


We ran along the coast all the time 


and It changed enough to be very In- 
teresting. We never were out of sight 
of snow covered mountains when we 
could see land. On our way we saw 
several herds of whales. One lot was 
near bye and we could see many of 
them spouting;. 


This is a beautjfut place and if I 


was a young man 1 would cast my 
tot on Coos bay, at any rate until I 
found out .what tbe railtoada do as it 


must be something good if any rail- 
road comes in here. But should they 
get a. transcontinental road it would 
be immense sure. The harbor is won- 
derful It now gives sixteen feet on the 
bai and can be made deep 
enough 


for the laiger vessels. 


North Bend is improving the most. 


It is three miles from here and eigh- 
teen months ago was a forest and now 
It is a nice little city with electilc 
light, telegraph, telephones, large saw 
mills, woolen factory, sash and door fac- 
tory, foundiy, two ship yards, weekly 
and dally papers, two nice churches, 
two good hotels, hospital and 
fine 


large school building ana a large pulp 
mill contracted to come. At the last 
meeting of the town board they voted 
money to put in a modern water plant. 
All this and more 
too in eighteen 
months. 


Marshfield is much older and larger 


they say, claiming 2,500. IV Is going 
ahead m good shape although a. little 
dull now. But during the past winter 
the people have built a large Masonic 
Temple 100 by SO feet and 60 feet high 
and below It a fine opera house as 
nice as the Grand in Decatur while 
above are the halls and rooms for the 
Masons. One would be surprised to go 
through Marshfield and see what can 
be done in a small western town with- 
out railroad facilities. You find a large 
and fine school house and a good vol- 
unteer fire department with two hose 
carts, BOO feet of hose nook and lad- 
der wagon and a fine engine. The de- 
partment has been called out twice 
since I have been here and put out 
both fires promptly and is ready for 
another. 


There are 
sixty 
fine 
gasoline 


aunches on the bay besides lots of 
other water craft and plenty of good 
•oaj. Large coal bunkers are opposite 
the place on the other side of the bay 
and coal vessels load there all the 
time. 


A small boat runs from Marshfield 


:o North Bend and carries passengers 
Tor ten cents. I. S. Kaufman and Jay 
Montgomery are In partnership here, 
:he former in charge of the office in 
ktarshfield and the 
latter at North 


Bend and they are doing well. 


I made a trip up the Coos river and 


saw several creameries, there being 
.hirty or more in C«ros county. This 
is a fine dairy country. The marsh- 
ands when dyked are very productive 
and the hillsides are fine for grazing. 
Jood beef right off the range can be 
bought here. 


I think it is about all here but the

must say that It looks like such a 
road must come in the near future, and 


do believe {t will provided the times 


teep good for a few years and should 
•;here be a crash U would onlx lie put 


off until a later date. 


There was about fifty Inches ol 


rain here during the past winter and 
now since the winter' and rain has 
passed you never saw finer weather 
c'leai and warm during the middle ol 
the day, toward, evening cooler and 
the nights aie just right for sleeping. 
In fact it seems to be nearer right 
for man than any part of the country 
I have ever visited. No doubt during 
the rainy season it gets somewhat dull 
and one might get tired of it but you 
cannot expect every season perfect as 
you might not wish to leave the earth. 


Mr. Paiks adds in his letter that he 


expects to return home about the first 
of Jure and states that he is enjoying 
excellent health.

than any other commodity used in 
the. household and the increase in the 
number of refrigerators sold by the 
local dealers has been greater than 
any other article of household furni- 
ture. 


There was a time when refriger- 


ators and ice were considered by the 
working class as being a, luxury which 
t!-ey could not afford but this very 
necessary part of the household is now 
found in most all of the homes of the 
people of moderate means. 


The dealers say that the increase 


n the number of refrigerators the, 
sell now compared to four or five years 
ago is remarkable. They attribute it 
partly to the fact that .the use of 
wells is not as general. Some people 
would use the well as a place .for 
cooling butter, milk and like foods 
and without the wells there is no way 
to keep things cool during the summer 
months.

Some of the more ex- 
pensive refrigerators are lined with 
tile, some are porcelain lined and oth- 
ers which do not coat so much and 
are almost as good are metal

One day an obscure chemist named 


Gustave Prancks, 
stepped into

nounced that he 
had 
discovered a 


method of removing ink stains from 
used postage stamps. 
\ The official offered him $60,000 to 
keep it a secret, but the man being 
conscientious, refused the sum and re- 
tained his liberty of action. 


The fate of London, in the event of 


war, rests in the hands of five work- 
ingmen. 


A cottage situated on the Thames 


marshes is the key to the situation of 
We submarine mines which would pro- 
tect the metropolis In the event of 
a naval reverse. By means of an elec- 
tric switchboard, the working of which 
is only known to these men, a powerful 
fleet could be sunk in ten minutes.

very rare, indeed.

The exact constituents of lyddite mid

of men employed by the British gov- 
ernment at Wnltham and elsewhere a;id 
by the great private contractors In 
various parts of the country.
